N. Walker, the new commander, is a 
native of Bush county, Ind., and is M, 
He was II whon the war broke out, 
and resigned a good position to go into 
the army, lie raised a company in the 
Seventy-third Indiana volunteers, and 
was with his command at Rich- 
mond, I'erryville and Stone Kiver. In 
the latter engagement he was brevetted 
colonel for gallantry. He became a 
lieutenant-colonel and later colonel. 
He was captured and sent to Libby 
prison, where he escaped in Febru- 
ary, 1804, through that historic tun- 
nel. He was recaptured, but was soon 
afterward discharged. Ho rendered 
important services in the Army of the 
Cumberland, and received the personal 
thanks of Gen. Thomas. He joined the
